The principle is dead simple; there is 
an ordinary water-bottle o the Indian 
pattern, with a rather wide neck; into 
that neck is fitted a filter candle,” after 
the bottle has been filled with. water, or 
sewage, or anything elso that is handy, 
and that “candle . filters the contents 
of the bottle so that a man drinking 
from it gets perfectly pure and germ- 
free watzr. The device is so simple that 
one wonders, on seé¢ing it, why nobody 
thought of it before; it is also so effec- 
tive that in tropical climates, where so 
much of the work of the British Army is 
done, the percentage of dysentery and 
enteri¢, and similar diseases, will pro- 
bably be reduced to one-tenth their pře- 
sent extent, by the mere use of this 
bottle in place of the old pattern.

THE OVERTIME LURE. 


Slackers on Week Days; 
Workers on Sundays. 


Th» system of overtime payment 
and the payment of double rates for 
Sunday labour in the national ship- 
yards is criticised by the Select Com- 
mittee on National Expenditure, the 
third report of which was issued to- 
day. It is pointed out that the prac- 
tice obtains in the Admiralty ship- 
yards of paying overtime rates of. pay 
rom a certain hour of the day, irre- 
spective of whether a full normal day 
hag been worked or not. The Com- 
mittee declare that— 

This practice is extravagant, as there 
is a direcs inducement to men to absent 
themselyes during the ordinary hours. 
It originated when shipbuilding was 
mainly a casual trado, but however much 
it might have been justified then it is 
clearly undesirable now that all ship- 
yards are full of nation@l work. The ques- 
tion is not merely one of economy, but of 
saving of man-power. The problem has 
been solved in certain cases by a refusal 
to allow any overtime to be worked at all, 
and in some eases employers refuse to 
employ on overtime men who have lost 
time during the day.

In regard to Sunday labour, the sub-

That it 13 a not uncommon practice for 
men employ in the shipyards to ab- 
stain from work on one or even two week 
days, and to work on Sunday, for which

| By “WHEELER” 


- Some’ weeks ago a reader wrote to me 
complaining that he often found -outer 
covers were not absolutely true and he 
asked me whether this was due to the 
rim or the tyre. This case does occasion- 
ally oecur, and-we have all of us, I sup- 
pose, had experience of tight and loose 
covers, although, individually, I find that 
the “ Dunlop Specials,” which I invaria- 
vend use, fit very easily, The fault.is, I 
think, due to careless gauging on the part 
of the tyre-maker. The smallest fraction 
of an inch in the length of the wire edge 
will make all the. difference, whether it 
will be too tight or too loose. The only 
remedy I can suggest is to get high-grade 
tyres where these do mot occur, ‘At the 
same time it is only fair to say that the 
fault is occasionally due to the rim not 
being absolutely true, but I think this 1s 
ohly yéry occasionally the case. 

With régard to the “ truth ” of the rim, 
I wonder if any reader could explain to 
me why it is that the front wheel of a 
machine slmost invariably gets out of 
truth sooner than the back wheel. I have 
noticed this imnearly every machine that 
I have had, testing it by the application 
of the rign-brake. The back-wheel brake 
almost invariably-goes on smoothly and 
conveniently, but the frontone very soon 
begins to jerk and slip, only slightly, of 
course, but still It is sufficleat to mako 
the application of the brake incon yenient.

To Warm Up Milk Puddings. 

Many people add milk to a cold pud- 
ding and put it in the oven to warm 
through. The consequence is the pudding 
becomes lumpy and is never nice to look 
at. The edges of the dish get very much 
burnt, too. If the pudding has been 
partly eaten, cut it out of the dish, add 
a little milk, and heat well. Grate over 
some Rimes or ppur over a beaten egg 
end milk to form a custard. (This pout 
be put in a clean dish.) Stand the pie- 
dish in a large or deep bowl in boiling 
water, which should come up to the top 
edge of the pie-dish. Place over pudding’ 
& large plate, or, better still, another pie- 
dish, the same size, to keep in the heat. 
Stand the bowl on the sidé ofthe range 
or in a slow Oven, or on a very low gas, 
to simmer till heated through. 

Sardine Cutlets, 

Take 4 sardines and pass them through 
a sieve, then add a little butter. Well 
wash 2 potatoes and bind well together; 
season witht popper and salt. Shape into 
cutlets and grill before the fire. This is 
à very tasty dish for either supper or 
breakfast.

To Destroy Rats. (By Request.) 
One of the best and quickest ways of de- 
stroying rats is as follows :—Get a tin box 
about oft. in length, 3 in depth, and 3 in 
breadth; ihen wrench off the lid and re- 
place i+ with a thin plece.of canvas or 
mackintosh. This done, cut a hole in the 
canvas of sufficient size to admit of one 
rat, or even two rats, at a time. To make 
this aperture self-closing is a simple 
matter. Take 2 small elastic bands and 
fasten them diagonally across the top, 
so that they fall immediately behind the 
hole. Then bring thèm along the surface 
of the tongue or trap-door that hides the |. 
aperture, and fasten them to it with small 
hooks, so that when the trap-door is 
pressed down it will immediately spring 
back into its original position. Place the 
box where the rats are located and fill it 
half-full of water. Then place a board at 
one-end of the box in such a position 
that the rodents can easily reach the 
read and cheese, which must be scat-

To Dye Black. (By Request.) 
_ To dye black successfully is a scientific 
process. which is a trade speciality to 
most professional dyere, and if the gar- 
ment is of good quality it is more econo- 
mical to take if to & reliable firm of 
dyers. But for a simple household dye, 
the followlng might suit you:—Two gal- 
lons of water to one shilling’s worth of 
logwood chips, -Let it boil until its pro- 
perties are extracted, Have the dress 
well rinsed and free from dust and di 
into boiling dye, keeping it well stirre 
with two sticks or kitchen forks. If 1t 
does not seem all alike, lift out and boil 
up again, taking care to put the parts not 
sufficiently black into the boiling dye 
first, so as to get all parts evenly and 
equally dyed, It should be done in the 
copper or in a zine bath over a stove. 
is a dirty process, and care must be taken 
not to let the dye fall around, as jt stains 
all 1t comes in contact with. To give the 
dress a brighter look when finished boil 
20z8, of common glue with the dye. When 
finished dyeing the dress must be rinsed 
many times and merely squeezed out (not 
wrung) and let drip out of doors.

TERMS FOR RUMANIA. 


SURRENDER OF ENTIRE ARMY. 


The Conference om Wednesday at 
the German headquarters appears to 
have been of a specially important 
character. In addition to the Chan- 
cellor, Vice-Chancellor, Hindenburg, 
and Ludendorff, the Kaiser called in 
the naval experts. Admiral von 
Capelle, the .Naval Minister, and 
Admiral Holzendorf both attended. 
The Conference lasted four hours, 
Peace negotiations with Rumania are 
regatéed as “imminent,” and it is 
announced that the visit to. Berlin of 
the Bulgarian Premier, M. Rado- 
slavoff, is with a view to advancing 
Bulgaria’s claims to territory. M, 
Radoslavoff is repgrted to have de- 
clared in an interview that the Cen- 
tral Powers will insist on the com- 
plete capitulation of the entire Ru- 
manian army, after which they will 
consider what terms can be granted 
to Rumania. Bulgaria’s object, of 
course, is to get the Dobrudja.. 

Extension of Armistice? 

A telegram from Berlin says that, ao- 
cording to the evening papers,. no 
official communications on the nego- 
tiations with Rumania have yet-been 
published, but it may be assumed 
that the Rumanian negotiators, who
